The usual October gales have been unusual 
ly severe this season, and we have to record a 
very large amount of damage to American 
shipping. The total losses amount to $246, 
000 comprising a total of 66 vesecls of all 
clasace, ‘There have been lost during the past 
month 9 steamers, 8 ships, 7 barks, 14 brigs, 
and 24 sehooners. Of thease, 37 were wrecked, 
% burned, 13 abandoned at eea, 1 sunk by col. 
lision, 8 foundered, and 9 mnivsing and pot 
heard from. Of this large list 13 vessels of 
all classes belong to New York. This esti- 
mate of losses does not inchide cargoes. 


In 1869, the importation had increased to 
197,182 Ilm., amounting to $1,086,572, while 
during the year onding June 80th, 1870, we 
had increased our importa to 254,600 Ibs., 
amounting in value to $1,776,908. This year 
the trade prourises to show astill more inarked
